Seminary  Teachers 
Urge  Concern 
In  S3  History 

Members  of  Southern  Baptist  Churches 
Dear  Brethren: 

The  only  way  a  church  can  understand 
itsel*  is  to  develop  a  clear  history  of  its 
life.  The  same  can  be  said  about  a  Bap¬ 
tist  institution,  board,  convention  or  as¬ 
sociation. 

Did  you  know  that  our  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  seminaries,  with  an  enrollment  of 
more  than  3,799  young  people,  our  future 
pastors,  missionaries  and  church  staff 
leaders,  do  not  have  an  adequate  text- 
bookaon  Baptist  history?  Neither  do  they 
have  any  kind  of  textbook  on  the  history 
of  Southern  Baptists  or  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention. 

With  more  than  4,000  ministerial  stu¬ 
dents  in  our  Southern  Baptist  colleges 
we  have  no  textbook  on  Baptist  history 
for  them. 

What  a  tragedy  that  we  have  not  ap¬ 
preciated  our  history  enough  hitherto  to 
provide  them  with  a  textbook!  They 
will  complete  their  preparation  and  go 
into  their  work  without  a  clear  under¬ 
standing  of  their  denomination  and  our 
Baptist  life  and  thought. 

Not  one  Baptist  in  a  thousand  has  ever 
read  a  history  of  baptism.  Not  one  in  a 
thousand  has  read  a  history  of  the  Lord’s 
Supper.  Not  one  in  a  thousand  has  read 
a  history  of  the  New  Testament  concept 
of  the  church. 

Not  one  in  a  million  has  read  a  history 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

The  Northern  Presbyterians  have  pro¬ 
vided  separate  histories  that  are  adapted 
to  the  interest  of  their  youth  for  junior 
high  school,  high  school  and  college  age. 

We  need  similar  reading  for  our  young 
people.  « 

In  addition,  we  should  have  a  popular 
history  for  adults.  The  production  of 
histories  of  our  Baptist  work  on  local, 
associational,  and  state  levels  should  be 
encouraged. 

We  have  committed  ourselves  as  a  de¬ 
nomination  not  to  join  the  World  or  the 
National  Council  of  Churches.  The  reason 
for  not  affiliating  are  sound.  Our  people 
do  not  know  them.  They  be  in  our 
history.  It  is  a  sealed  book  to  them. 

We  rejoice  that  the  Southern  Baptist  great  unmet  need  in  our  Baptist  life.

It  is  furthermore  evident  that  title  to 
all  leal  and  personal  property  held  by 
the  Roaaan  Catholic  Church  in  every 
nation  is  vested  in  the  cardinals  and  bish¬ 
ops  and  controlled  directly  by  the  pope. 
In  this  respect  it  may  be  said  that  the 
lands  at  the  papal  empire  are  almost 
as  extensive  as  those  at  the  British  em¬ 
pire 

Frally,  comes  the  question  of  the 
feahy  of  the  Roman  Catholic  citizen.  Is 
it  piimarily  to  the  temporal  state  or  to 
the  papal  empire?  Mr.  Glxds’oec  in  his 
Vatican  Decrees  and  Their  Bearing  on 
Civil  Allegiance  wrote:  "It  is  the  pecul¬ 
iarity  of  the  Roman  theology  that  by 
thrusting  itself  into  the  temporal  domain, 
i*  naturally,  and  even  necessarily,  comes 
to  re  a  frequent  theme  of  political  dis¬ 
cussion.  To  quiet-minded  Roman  Catho¬ 
lics  it  must  be  a  subject  of  infinite  an¬ 
noyance  that  their  religion  is,  on  this 
ground  more  than  any  other,  the  subject 
of  criticism;  more  than  any  other  occas¬ 
ion  of  conflicts  with  the  State  and  of 
civil  disquietude.  I  feel  sincerely  how 
much  hardship  their  case  entails.  But 
this  hardship  is  brought  upon  them  by 
the  conduct  of  the  authorities  of  their  own 
Chuich.  .  All  other  Christian  bodies  are 
content  with  freedom  in  their  own  re¬ 
ligious  domain.  Orientals,  Lutherans, 
Calvinists,  Presbyterians,  Episcopalians, 
Non-conformists,  one  and  all,  contentedly 
and  thankfully  accept  the  benefits  of  the 
civil  order;  never  pretend  that  the  State 
is  not  its  own  master;  make  no  religious 
claims  to  temporal  possessions  ar  ad¬ 
vantages;  and  consequently,  never  are 
in  perilous  collision  with  the  State.  Nay, 
more,  even  so  I  believe  it  is  with  the 
ma«*.  of  Roman  Catholics  individually. 
But  not  so  with  the  leaders  of  their 
Church,  or  with  those  who  take  pride  in 
following  the  leaders.”

The  papal  system  ia  a  vast  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  empire  deeply  rooted  in  the  domestic 
and  international  politics  of  the  world. 
The  pope  rules  over  this  empire  as  su¬ 
preme  and  absolute  monarch.  He  claims 
to  derive  his  sovereign  power  from  God 
and  exercises  arbitrary  authority  over 
all  his  subjects  in  every  nation  under  the 
sun 

E’'ery  cardinal  is  an  active  member 
ot  the  Curia  Romans,  or  papal  court, 
which  assists  the  pope  in  governing  the 
far  flung  papal  empire.  The  cardinal 
takes  an  oath  that  he  will  respect  the 
pope  above  all  earthly  rulers. 

Every  bishop  is  appointed  by  the  pope 
and  is  a  procurator  of  the  papal  empire. 
He  too  must  conform  to  the  general  laws 
of  the  pope  and  is  forbidden  to  take  any 
oath  of  feaky  to  any  other  government.

Of  The  Great  Game  of  Life 


WACO  Texas — Whew  Jarrell  McCrack¬ 
en  Baylor  University  student  awl  ace 
Play  by  play  sport*  announcer  for  a  Waco 
radt«  station,  agreed  to  ghre  a  special 
“sports”  program  to  a  aasaU  church 
group  in  1W.  he  unconsciously  opened 
the  door  to  quick  success  m  the  com¬ 
paratively  new  field  of  religious  records. 

H-s  program  consisted  of  the  exciting 
narration  of  an  allegggical  football  game 
beueeo  the  Forces  of  Christianity  and 
the  Forces  of  Evil.  He  spoke  farm  off 
atase  through  a  public  address  system, 
so  that  the  audience  got  the  illusion  of  a 
radio  broadcast  from  “Station  W-O-R-D," 
signifying  the  word  of  God 
He  was  asked  to  record  his  treatment 
*f  ‘-The  Game  of  Life”  for  a  young 
people’s  meeting. 

Within  a  few  months,  the  record  was  in 
great  demand  from  scores  of  religious 
groups.  With  youthful  McCracken  at  the 
microphone,  and  all  the  crowd  noises  and 
color  of  a  real  grid  battle  merged  with 
the  play-by-play  account,  it’s  bard  for 
the  listener  to  realise  that  he  isn’t  tuned 
to  a  hot  football  game. 

About  the  “third  quarter”  rt  becomes 
evident  that  the  team  representing 
Christianity,  sparked  by  such  players  as 
Average  Christian,  Humility  and  Prayer, 
is  waging  a  touchdown  battle  against 
such  foes  as  Pride,  Greed  and  Tempta¬ 
tion 

The  "Game  of  Life”  recording,  taking 
tip  two  12-inch  records,  already  has  had 
Some  gratifying  results.  A  high  school 
football  star  became  a  Christian  and 
decided  to  become  a  preacher  after  hear¬ 
ing  it.  In  Houston,  twelve  persons  joined 
the  church  where  rt  played  at  a  prayer 
meeting.  Eleven  others  were  so  moved 
by  it  in  Oklahoma  that  they  also  went 
to  the  altar.  A  prisoner  in  Pennsylvania 
wrote  that  it  was  the  greatest  thrill  that 
he  ever  had.  In  Louisiana,  several  vnung 


football  stars  said  they  were  deeply 
moved  after  hearing  it. 

The  24-year-old  McCracken  suddenly 
realised  that  his  unintentional  project 
was  developing  into  an  industry.  WORD 
Records,  never  even  quite  so  much  as  a 
dream,  were  now  an  actuality  with  tre¬ 
mendous  potential. 

He  asked  Frank  Boggs,  a  student  in 
Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary,  to  sing  some  religious  songs  to  be 
put  oa  records.  Next  came  recordings 
of  religious  numbers  by  the  Baylor  Uni¬ 
versity  Religious  Hour  Choir,  a  Baylor 
quartet  and  other  soloists. 

McCracken,  sensing  the  magnitude  of 
his  new  "business,"  called  upon  Henry 
SoReOe,  a  senior  business  student  in 
Baylor,  and  Ted  Snider,  a  I960  graduate 
of  Baylor  who  was  working  in  radio  and 
television,  to  go  with  him  in  a  partner¬ 
ship. 

Thirteen  records  (26  sides)  have  been 
made  thus  far.  and  they  are  being  sold 
in  Baptist  Book  Stores  and  other  outlets 
in  sonar  25  states.  McCracken  estimates 
that  at  least  15, tot  Word  label  records 
are  now  in  circulation. 

The  future  bids  even  greater  success. 
Plans  have  been  made  for  the  sale  of 
sermons  by  the  late  Dr.  George  W. 
Truett,  using  master  records  of  about  30 
messages  transcribed  during  the  minis¬ 
ter’s  lifetime  and  preserved  by  his 
widow.  There  also  wifi  be  dramatized 
Bible  stories  for  children,  with  McCrac¬ 
ken  being  the  emcee. 

McCracken,  bom  November  18,  1927, 
is  the  son  of  Rev.  L.  O.  McCracken,  a 
Baptist  minister  at  Woodward,  Oklahoma 
and  Mrs.  McCracken.  He  entered  Baylor 
to  .'tudy  radio,  got  the  sportseasting  job 
on  one  of  the  town’s  two  broadcasting 
stations,  and  was  a  whiz.  Then  just  a

57  Chinese  Baptized 
In  Japanese  Bathtub 

"Not  more  than  once  or  twice  in  a 
lifetime  does  one  experience  such  a  Sun¬ 
day  aa  this  has  been,”  writes  Southern 
Baptist  Missionary  Robert  L.  Bausum. 
He  had  just  witnessed  the  baptism  of  57 
Chinese  in  a  Japanese  bathtub  and  the 
organization  of  the  Keelung  Baptist 
Church.  Keelung,  Formosa. 

It  was  the  happy  climax  to  the  mis¬ 
sionary’s  first  week  in  Formosa. 

Behind  this,  however,  is  the  story  of 
the  work  of  Miss  Addie  Cox,  missionary 
who  came  to  Formosa  from  China  last 
July  and  began  the  work  ia  Keelung  with 
Chinese  helpers.  Appproximately  300 
people,  mostly  Chinese,  have  signed  up 
as  inquirers  since  that  time. 

Intensive  “weeding  out,,  had  left  the 
list  of  57  who  were  ready  to  make  the 
"great  step  of  open  confession  of  faith 
in  Jesus  witnessed  in  the  beautiful  sym¬ 
bol  of  baptism,"  reports  Mr.  Bausum. 

He  continued.  “One  of  the  most  serious 
problems  was  where  to  hold  the  baptism¬ 
al  service.  There  is  a  nice  seaside  beach 
not  far  from  here;  so  I  went  to  look  rt 
over  A  cold  drizzle  mixed  with  a  high 
wind  and  towering  breakers  made  K 
almost  impossible. 

“The  whole  body  of  believers  coven¬ 
anted  together  to  pray  for  God’s  solution 
to  this  problem.  We  prayed  first  of  all 
that  Sunday  would  be  clear. 

“God  is  aMe  to  do  what  is  weeded.  And 
Sunday— for  the  first  day  since  before 
we  arrived — it  did  not  rain  all  day.  But 
God  did  not  contend  himself  with  giving 
us  what  we  asked  for.  He  doubled  tbs 
blessing. 

“A  local  military  hospital  opened  its 
doors  to  us  and  loaned  ua  a  large,  Jap- 

ministry.  He  completed  the  radio  course 
however  (A.B  1950)  and  started  work 
on  his  Master’s  degree,  this  time  in  re¬ 
ligion.  He  spends  his  Sundays  preaching 
in  a  Baptist  church  at  Anderson,  Texas.

way  of  life.  So  have  these  influences 
been  felt  within  the  church  that  there  has 
grown  up  a  school  of  thought  called 
“Americanism”  which  has  much  the 
same  meaning  to  the  Romish  theologians 
as  "modernism”  in  Protestantism. 

But  the  overwhelming  weight  of  Cath¬ 
olic  opinion  favors  the  traditional  view 
that  the  order  of  states  is  hierarchial, 
not  democratic,  ruled  at  the  top  by  the 
dual  sovereignty  of  Pope  and  Emperor, 
by  the  union  of  Church-State  authority. 

The  Encyclical  Leltre  Immortale  Dei 
of  Pope  Leo  XIII  expressed  condem¬ 
nation  of  goverment  by  the  people.  Said 
Leo:  "The  sovereignty  of  the  people.  ,  . 
and  this  without  any  deference  of  God, 
is  held  to  reside  in  the  multitude;  which 
is  doubtless  a  doctrine  exceedingly  well 
calculated  to  flatter  anu  inflame  many 
passions,  but  which  lacks  all  reasonable 
proof,  and  all  power  of  insuring  public 
safety  and  preserving  order.”  His  im¬ 
mediate  predecessor,  Pius  IX,  in  his 
Syllabus  of  Errors,  condemned  as  erro¬ 
neous  the  proposition  that  “the  common¬ 
wealth  is  the  origin  and  source  of  all 
rights,  and  possesses  rights  which  are  not 
circumscribed  by  any  limits.” 


The  Roman  Catholic  system  is  actively 
op  Dosed  to  many  fundamental  rights 
guaranteed  to  American  citixens  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

American  liberties  are  under  constant 
threat  from  active  Roman  Catholic  ele¬ 
ments  in  our  national  life.  Openly  Roman 
Catholicism  seems  to  bulwark  those 
liberties.  Its  citizens  are  often  promi¬ 
nent  in  public  affairs.  Its  prelates  fre¬ 
quently  make  pronouncements  which  en¬ 
courage  us.  But  the  system  is  opposed 
to  many  of  our  fundamental  rights. 

Such  "groups  as  the  Jesuits  keep  up  sub¬ 
tle,  camouflaged  or  sub  rosa  attacks  in¬ 
tended  to  destroy  them. 

As  recently  as  May  17,  1®41,  America, 
the  "most  influential  Catholic  magazine 
in  the  United  States,"  said:.  “American 
democracy  is  disintegrating,  crumbling 
from  within.  Fatigue,  disillusionment, 
disgust,  and  unbearable  tension  in  soci¬ 
ety  the  fear  of  war  and  the  fear  of  bank¬ 
ruptcy,  the  absence  of  security,  the  tech¬ 
nological  revolution  which  has  gone  far 
beyond  the  instruments  of  social  control, 
deep  rooted  anarchistic  hatred  of  a 
social  order,  which  has  too  long  denied 
the  principle  of  social  Justice,  the  revolt 
of  the  masses  and  the  leveling  of  all 
values,  the  absence  of  any  common  ethi¬ 
cal  basis — these  are  but  a  few  of  the  mul¬ 
tiple  factors  in  the  decline  which  is  now 
apon  us.  .  .Leadership  in  this  crisis  will 
not  come  from  the  laity.  It  will  not  come 
from  the  bottom  of  the  Catholic  pyramid. 

It  will  come  only  from  the  top,  from  the 
Hierarchy.  The  Christian  Revolution  will 
begin  when  we  decide  to  cut  loose  from 
Ihe  existing  order,  rather  than  be  buried 
with  it.”

Ministerial  Ethics

The  correct  end  accepted  attitude  and 
expression  of  ministers  toward  each 
ether  and  toward  the  public  is  an  at¬ 
tempted  definition  ef  minister  ml  ethics 
Ministerial  ethics  iUeif  denotes  a  satis¬ 
factory  and  pleasant  relational  be¬ 
tween  fellow  ministers  and  demands  an 
attempt  on  the  part  of  each  to  make 
such  relationships  possible. 

Due  to  the  difference  in  condition  and 
situation  as  reflected  in  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment.  there  is  very  little  expticitely  writ¬ 
ten  on  this  subject.  There  are  many 
principles  of  successful  living  given  us, 
and  upon  these  principles  we  are  able  to 
work  out  a  successful  and  thus  God-sanc- 
lioned  ministerial  ethic 
Perhaps  the  best  approach  to  our  sub¬ 
ject  is  to  give  a  survey  of  our  own  min¬ 
isterial  vocations  and  relative  situations. 

1.  We  are  a  community  of  ministers  of 
different  faiths,  of  different  denomi¬ 
nations. 

2  This  community  is  so  compact  that  it 
is  impossible  to  live  without  brushing

Rev.  R.  G.  Van  Royen,  of  Atlanta,  field 
worker  for  the  Home  Mission  Board,  has 
been  named  pastor  of  the  Cocoli  Baptist 
Church  on  the  Pacific  side  of  the  Isthmus 
of  Panama  in  the  Canal  Zone.  The  Van 
Royens  have  already  left  for  the  field. 
Seven  years  ago  they  came  to  Atlanta 
from  Corpus  Chrlsti,  Texas,  where  Bro¬ 
ther  Van  Royen  was  superintendent  of 
city  missions. 

Rev.  W.  Y.  Pond  has  had  a  very  fruit¬ 
ful  ministry  in  the  Cocoli  Church  for  the 
past  year.

Dr.  Courts  Redford  has  just  returned 
from  a  visit  to  the  Canal  Zone  and  the 
Panama  missions.

W.  Y.  Pond,  Jr., 
Eugene  Wdlfe,  Jose  Prado,  F.  H.  Linton, 
Johe  Gomez  Diaz,  V.  T.  Yearwood, 
Bert  Archbold,  and  S.  A.  Scarlett — all 
pastors  and  missionaries — were  present. 
Rev.  Fred  Jones  was  elected  by  the

as  I  rode  through  Panama  City  on  Satur¬ 
day  night  after  Christmas: 

First,  the  consciousness  of  multitudes 
—people  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  a  family 
in  nearly  every  room;  they  congregate 
and  play  in  the  streets,  alleys,  and  hall¬ 
ways,  throngs  of  wandering  people  every¬ 
where. 

Second,  poverty — adults,  ill  clad  and 
poorly  fed,  children  without  clothing.  I 
was  told  that  people  usually  purchase 
rations  by  the  day— a  nickel’s  worth  of 
bread  or  butter  or  meat. 

Third,  sin — beer  parlors,  cheap  shows, 
dance  halls,  bawdy  houses,  corruption  of 
every  kind.  We  rent  quarters  for  worship 
in  Panama.  It  is  a  ground  floor  across 
the  street  from  the  University  of  Pana¬ 
ma.  Another  part  of  the  same  building  is 
used  as  a  house  of  prostitution.  This 
certainly  accentuates  the  need  for  our 
own  building  that  might  be  a  lighthouse 
in  the  midst  of  darkness. 

Fourth,  friendliness.  Panamanians  are 
as  ready  to  offer  a  smile  as  any  people 
I  have  seen.  Children  smile.  Officers  are 
friendly.  Our  Christian  brethren  are 
especially  grateful  for  any  consideration 
given. 

Fifth,  soul  hunger.  Most  of  the  people 
are  nominal  Catholics.  At  this  Christmas 
season  there  is  a  shrine  of  some  kind  in 
nearly  every  home.  Everywhere  there 
seems  to  be  a  blind  seeking  after  God. 

Sixth,  fruitful  field  for  Communism. 
There  have  been  hand-to-hand  battle* 
with  police.  There  is  much  political  fer¬ 
ment  and  insecurity.  I  was  informed  that 
many  newspapers  are  friendly  to  Com¬ 
munists  and  that  there  is  Communism  in 
the  University. 

Seventh,  a  place  and  a  day  of  oppor¬ 
tunity.  Brother  Wolfe  tells  me  that  be 
does  not  find  here  thejletermined  oppo¬ 
sition  of  Romanism  that  he  found  to 
Mexico,  and  in  the  Mexican  fields  to 
Texas.  People  receive  the  gospel  moo- 
sage  gladly. 

I  am  grateful  for  a  safe  and  helpful 
trip  and  now  upon  my  return  I  am  led 
to  pray  a  little  more  fervently  for  our 
work  and  workers  to  Panama  and  too 
Canal  Zone.

Baptists  Multiply 
By  Dividing

Three  ef  the  many  examples  of  multi¬ 
plying  by  dividing  are  the  swarming  of 
bees  the  marrying  of  people  and  the 
building  of  Baptist  churches.  There  are 
many  paradoxes  in  life  and  this  is  true  in 
the  Christian  religion  as  found  in  the 
manner  in  which  many  Baptist  churches 
are  established.  (Apparently  this  is  God's 
method.) 

Southern  Baptists  have  grown  great 
churches  from  small  churches  by  follow¬ 
ing  this  great  paradox  in  their  Sunday 
schools.  However,  both  pastors  and 
churches  need  to  become  truly  mission¬ 
ary  and  carry  this  process  on  by  divid¬ 
ing  cheerfully  our  big  churches  into  more 
and  more  churches. 

While  in  the  great  evangelistic  crusade 
in  Oregon  and  Washington  last  month, 

I  saw  this  great  paradox  demonstrated  ia 
a  very  unselfish  manner.  Recently,  the 
origioaal  Southern  Baptist  church  ia  Port¬ 
land  voluntarily  divided  and  seat  its  pas¬ 
tor  and  about  one  hundred  members 
downtown  In  organize  a  second  church. 
The  two  churches  then  started  a  mission 
in  another  section  ef  the  city.  During 
my  first  evening  in  Portland  '  I  helped 
to  organize  this  mission  into  the  Hurd 
Southern  Baptist  church  of  Portland. 

Rev.  E.  D.  Giddens  became  pastor  of 
the  Baptist  church  in  Richland,  Washing¬ 
ton  about  two  years  ago.  From  this 
church  of  soaae  three  hundred  members 
six  ether  self  supporting  churches  have 
been  formed  during  his  brief  ministry  at 
Rir bland,  and  one  other  mission  is  now 
ready  to  become  a  self-supporting 
church.  I  was  greatly  impressed  grith 
the  wonderful  cooperative  spirit  between 
the  mother  church,  which  is  only  four 
years  oidr  and  her  daughter  churches.

Religious  Revival 

RALEIGH.  N.  C.  —  (RNS)  —  Regular 

visits  la  the  Halifax  Coanty  Priaan  Camp 
started  recently  by  a  yonp  from  the 
South  Rosemary  Methodist  church  at 
Roanoke  Rapids  have  resulted  in  a 
change  at  the  camp  which  State  Prisons 
Director  Walter  F.  Anderson  describes 
aa  a  near  miracle. 

Mr  Anderson  said  that  since  the 
group,  ltd  ky  i  layman,  began  visiting 
the  camp,  7*  of  the  M  long  term  felons 
have  professed  Christianity  sad  are  mak¬ 
ing  a  drive  to  convert  the  16  others 

The  religious  revival,  he  said,  has 
affected  prisoners  and  guards  alike  and 
"the  guards  tell  me  their  attitude  to¬ 
ward  work  and  discipline  is  entirely 
different." 

“The  behavior  af  the  whole  camp  is 
improved,"  he  said.  “It  doesn’t  even 
have  the  atmosphere  af  a  prison  camp 
so  far  as  the  attitude  of  the  prisoners 
and  guards  is  concerned." 

Mt  Anderson  said,  for  example,  that 
one  prisoner  bad  written  his  mother 
that  "this  isn’t  a  prison  camp  any  more. 
K  is  a  Christian  camp.** 

The  letter,  which  the  prisoner  describ¬ 
ed  ac  the  first  "decent  letter”  he  ever 
had  written  his  mother,  added:  "I  love 
you  nnd  everyone  else  in  the  world.  I 
used  to  hate  everybody.  Never  again 
will  1  do  wrong  and  from  now  on  you 
can  be  proud  of  me  because  I  am  going 
la  live  for  Jesus  Christ.” 

Mr  Anderson  said  the  sentiments  ex¬ 
pressed  in  the  letter  were  typical  of 
statements  made  by  other  prisoners

On  the  basis  of  opinions  given  to  us 
by  those  who  saw  Dr.  William  Wallace’s 
body  following  hie  death  in  the  Commu. 
nist  prison  in  Wuchow,  it  is  our  definite 
opinion  that  he  did  not  hang  himself. 
We  have  had  reports  from  individuals 
who  were  hurriedly  called  into  Dr.  Wal¬ 
lace's  cell  to  witness  his  body  suspended 
from  a  rafter.  One  of  these  witnesses 
was  a  Catholic  priest.  It  was  their  opinion 
that  the  body  had  been  placed  in  this 
position  by  the  Communists  to  support 
their  clairri  that  he  committed  suicide. 
We  have  also  the  opinion  of  Miss  Bverley 
Hsyes,  a  nurse  who  served  with  Dr.  Wal¬ 
lace  and  who  examined  the  neck,  face, 
and  shoulders  of  his  body  after  his  death. 
She  stated  that  she  did  not  see  in  his  face 
any  of  the  characteristics  that  usually 
follow  strangulation  nor  did  she  notice 
any  evidence  about  the  neck  of  his  having 
been  hanged.  On  the  basis  of  the  opinions 
she  was  able  to  secure  while  In  Wuchow 
it  is  her  definite  opinion  that  he  did  not 
hang  himself.

Another 
student  was  on  his  way  to  a  hospital 
where  he  worked  as  an  orderly.  Others 
were  painting.  Still  others  were  mowing 
the  lawn. 

These  students  had  one  thing  in  com¬ 
mon,  a  sense  of  divine  call.  All  over  tho 
nation  were  others,  who,  like  them,  felt 
a  sense  of  divine  call.  To  prepare  them¬ 
selves  to  answer  that  call  they  were  will¬ 
ing  to  study  and  to  work. 

In  our  land  today  this  sense  of  being 
called  is  not  limited  to  ministerial  stu¬ 
dents.  It  is  felt  by  students  in  medical 
schools,  law  schools,  business  schools, 
trade  schools,  every  kind  of  school. 

When  a  man  finds  his  purpose  in  life 
in  a  very  real  sense  he  has  heard  a  call. 
Having  beard  that  call  -  -  whether  to  be 
a  doctor,  minister,  teacher,  farmer  or 
shoe  shine  boy  -  -  he  is  willing  to  work 
and  sacrifice  to  answer  that  call. 

If  you  should  ask  that  student  who  sat 
atop  Mullins  Hall  why  he  was  doing  it, 
he  would  have  answered,  “Because  I  like 
to  eat”  But  there  is  more  to  it  than 
that.  A  philosophy  of  life  is  involved,  a 
philosophy  that  every  human  being  is 
created  for  some  worthwhile  purpose.

The  Bible  parable  of  old 
wine  in  new  skins  and  a  visit  to  a  tem¬ 
ple,  housing  shrines  for  worshippers  of 
several  religious  faiths,  provoked  the 
message.

Preaching  Mission  in  which  seven  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  pastors  and  educator*  are 
assisting.  Dr.  Cauthen  and  Dr.  M.  Ray 
McKay,  pastor,  Second  Baptist  Church, 
Little  Rock,  Ark.,  are  conducting  serv¬ 
ice*  each  night  in  Baptist  churchea  in 
the  Tokyo  area.
